The old wooden covered bridge 
on the old dirt road, which was r e - i 
placed through Mt. Pleasant township 
by the concrete road, was long ago 
condemned as unsafe for heavy traffic. 
Its condition is rapidly getting worse. 
When an automobile rolls

ship passed its road bond issue for 
th e building of the five miles of con­ 
crete in its jurisdiction

know th at 600 feet would he left un­ 
built. 
It has been learned from an a u ­ 
thoritative source th at the 
cost 
of 
building the 600 feet of approachw ay 
will be approxim ately $14,000. 
If the

The funeral party which will include the widow* and an es­ 
cort of Dayton friends is expected to reach the national capital 
early Thursday morning. 
The decision to bury the former Democratic chieftain among 
the country’s military dead in Arlington was the result of the 
expressed wish of Mr. Bryan, his widow told friends.

Bryan was ii colonel of volunteers in the Spanish-American 
war. 
The fallen champion of religious orthodoxy lay this morning 
on a couch by the front window of the Rogers home with a silk 
covering over his features. 
A light breeze stirred the cover­ 
ing as a few* friends viewed the body. 
Peaceful and serene as though in a happy slumber,

Bryan never looked more life-like. 
His lips were set in the ac­ 
customed, determined lines with a slight suggestion of a coming 
smile.

the Lehigh and Wilkes-Barre 
Coal 
Company. 
Anthony Kopnski and son, Anthony, 
Jr.t are certain that 
they 
escaped 
death by watching the peculiar ac­ 
tions of two rats which annoyed them 
1 as they were eating their luncheon 
hundreds of feet below the surface. 
Five times they drove the rats away 
by throwing pieces of coal at them 
but they re appeared each time. This 
aroused the suspicions of the father 
who ordered his son to follow him out. 
They had proceeded only twenty feet 
when the roof crashed, bringing down 
such a mass of coal and rock that it 
would require about three weeks to 
remove it. 
Rats are known as the friends of 
the miners and often the men make 
pets out of them.

Dominates Party 
Virtually dominant in the Demo­ 
cratic party for nearly sixteen years, 
William J. Bryan was three times 
nominated and defeated for the presi­ 
dency. 
Then, like Elijah of ol I, he 
cast his mantle upon the Eiisha of 
Princeton aud exerted a potent in­ 
fluence in bringing about Woodrow 
Wilson’s first nomination for the of­ 
fice to which he, himself, had vainly 
aspired. 
Known in his youth as “the silver- 
tongued boy orator of the Platte,” it 
was Mr. Bryan’s eloquence in his fa­ 
mous “cross of gold” speech at the 
Democratic national 
convention 
in 
Chicago, in 1896 that made him the 
choice of hi:, party. 
He polled mere 
than 0,509,000 votes in his first cam­ 
paign. 
His career has been likened to that 
of Henry Clay who also was three 
times nominated for the presidency 
and as many times defeated. 
Clay, 
too, became a secretary* of state. 
Friends of Bryan insisted that, like 
Clay, he was too conscientious, con­ 
sistent and scrupulous for a politician 
and that the famous Whigs declara­ 
tion “I would rather be right than bo 
president” well described the 
man 
from Nebraska. 
The former secretary of state was 
born in Salem, Illinois, March 19, 
1860. 
His fattier was Silas Billard 
Bryan, a native of Culpepper county, 
Virginia, a lawyer and judge. 
The 
son, after graduating from Illinois 
College in 1881 and Union College of 
Law, Chicago, in 1883 entered the law 
office of Lyman 
Trumbull, 
former 
United States senator. 
Subsequently 
he removed to Jacksonville, Illinois, 
where he practiced law until 
1887 
when lie settled in Lincoln, Nebraska. 
Congress In 1890 
During the presidential campaign of 
1888 young Bryan’s speeches in behalf 
of the Democratic ticket attracted at­ 
tention and in 1890 he accepted a 
nomination for congress in the first 
Nebraska 
district, 
a 
Republican 
stronghold, “because 
no one 
else 
would have it,” he said, since it was 
believed no Democrat could win. He 
was elected and served from 1891 un­ 
til 1895. 
He was made a member 
of the important ways and 
means 
committee in his first term. 
Two speeches in this period gave 
Mr. Bryan nationwide prominence, one 
against the policy of protection, de­ 
livered on March 16, 1892, and the 
other against the repeal of the silver 
purchase clause of the Sherman Act 
on August 16, 1893. 
In the latter 
he advocated “the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, irrespective of in­ 
ternational agreement, at a ratio of 
16 to I,” a policy with which his name 
was afterwards most prominently as­ 
sociated until he entered the cabinet 
of President Wilson.

July 27.—Residents in 
the vicinity of Shippensburg are en­ 
gaging in a hunt for wild barberry 
bushes in an effort to kill the wheat 
rust which has attacked growing grain 
this year. 
It has been estimated that 
I he yicdd in that section will be less 
than 75 per cent of normal due to the 
rust which breaks down the stalks. 
When found the plants are destroyed 
by «alt being placed about their roots. 
An investigation by the agricultural 
extension association as to the infes­ 
tation of rust among 
this 
year’s 
wheat fields disclosed that the common 
barberry was a host plant to the dis­ 
ease. 
Spores of the rust are carried 
to the fields by the winds and also by 
the birds. 
The Japanese barberry 
which 
is 
used generally for ’ornamental p u r-1 
poses is immune to the disease ami 
does not act u s a host plant. 
This 
was discovered when experts made a 
study of the common or

product from the spring was sold for; 
about 75 cents a gallon. 
Knew Little About Oil 
A fter several years, the president 
of the company who lived in New 
Haven,, Conn., s^nt Colonel 
Drake, 
also a resident of New Haven, to in­ 
vestigate the field. 
W hile he knew 
little 
about 
the 
oil 
business, 
his 
biographer said he went about the 
business “intelligently” acquiring some 
land and returned home where a new 
company was formed. 
In 1858 the 
Drake fam ily was moved here and he 
began development of the field. 
At first Colonel Drake got a produc­ 
tion of about ten gallons a day in 
a well sunk by hand boring. 
When 
water began to seep into the hole 
he was convinced this method of bor­ 
ing was impracticable. 
A fter much 
trouble ho found two 
drillers 
who 
would sink a well with steam . 
To 
overcome water seepage he conceived 
the idea of driving pipe to the rock 
and on August 27, 1859 
work 
was 
started. 
Just as the 
drillers 
were 
'about to quit work for the day, the 
I drill dropped in a crevice in the rock 
j striking a vein of oil sand without 
! the knowledge of the workmen. When 
they returned Monday they found a 
fluid within six or eight feet of the 
top of the pipe. 
Investigation proved 
it to btl oil. 
A pump was rigged and 
the well started with a production 
in excess of 15 barrels a day. 
By 
March, 18G0, it had dropped to four 
; barrels daily, but being drilled deeper 
it continued to 
produce 
for 
many 
1 years.
